MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Salable  cattle  receipts  of  198,000  at  the 
twelve  markets,  while  Identical  with  a  year  ago, 
were  down  fully  5  percent  from  the  preceding 
week  and  stood  the  smallest  for  a  non-holiday 
week  since  last  July.     Largely  owing  to  reduced 
receipts  and  a  more  uniform  distribution  of  sup- 
plies, slaughter  steers  and  heifers  strong  to 
$1.00  higher,  mostly  strong  to  500  higher, 
which  meant  that  the  previous  week's  declines 
were  largely  erased.     Slaughter  cows  also  ad- 
vanced 25-50 0,  and  bulls  sold  steady  to  $1.00 
higher.     Higher  slaughter  cattle  prices  coupled 
with  milder  winter  weather  was  reflected  In  a 
steady  to  500  higher  trade  on  feeder  cattle. 
Barrows  and  gilts  ended  the  period  steady  to  250 
higher,  mostly  steady  at  mid-west  terminals,  on 
curtailed  receipts.     At  the  same  time,  sows 
were  steady  to  500  higher.     Slaughter  lambs  re- 
gained the  price  ground  lost  the  previous  week 
in  steady  to  50 £  higher  trading. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Following  the 
previous  week's  sharply  lower  prices,  cattle  sup- 
plies at  terminal  markets  were  somewhat  curtailed. 
In  fact,  receipts  at  twelve  markets  stood  the 
smallest  for  any  non-holiday  week  since  July, 
1961.     Small  receipts  evenly  distributed  through- 
out the  week,  and  a  higher  dressed  beef  trade 
supported  higher  cattle  price  trends  at  all 
po lilts.     Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  generally 
strong  to  500  higher  and  several  markets,   In- 
cluding Chicago,  250-$l.OO  higher.     The  percent- 
age of  cows  In  receipts  was  smaller  than  recently 
and  this  class  25-500  higher.     Bulls  steady  to 
$1.00  higher.     Vealers  $1.00-3.00  higher  at  St. 
Paul  and  Instances  $1.00  higher  at  St.  Louis. 
Slaughter  steeis  aostly  Good  to  average-Choice 
except  In  Chicago j  however,  the  barely  10  per- 
cent Priae  steers  In  Chicago  only  half  as  large 
as  a  year  ago.     Average  weight  of  all  slaughter 
steers  sold  out  of  first  hands  at  seven  markets 
5#  heavier  than  the  previous  week,  but  at  1128# 
was  still  21#  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Slaughter  steers:     Load  Prime  1212#  in 
Chicago  at  $28.60,  was  the  highest  in  four  weeks 
and  at  this  center  high-Choice  and  Prime  1125-

Good  grades  largely  $22.00-25.00,  Standard  $19.00- 
22.00. 

Slaughter  heifers:     High-Choice  and  Prime 
sold  $26.50-27.00,  most  Choice  $24.75-96.25  and 
Good  $21.50-24.75. 

Slaughter  cows:     Utility  and  Commercial 
largely  $14.00-16.00,  Canner  and  Cutter  $11.50- 
14.75. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Trading  was 
fairly  active  at  mid-west  terminal  markets  for 
seasonally  light  to  moderate  supplies  of  feeder 
cattle  and  calves.     Relatively  mild  winter  wea- 
ther the  past  two  weeks  did  much  to  ease  diffi- 


culties which  cattle  feeders  had  faced  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  severe  January  storms.     This  was  re- 
flected in  a  currently  expanded  demand  with  feeder 
buyers  additionally  encouraged  by  an  advance  in 
slaughter  cattle  prices  that  erased  a  substantial 
part  of  the  declines  such  offerings  suffered 
during  the  latter  part  of  January.     Prices  at 
mid-west  centers  for  the  most  part  were  steady 
to  strong,   instances  500  higher.     At  some  south- 
western terminals  late  week  auction  sales  showed 
a  sharply  higher  trend.     At  a  Fort  Worth  auction 
Good  and  Choice  500-6004  steers  sold  $1.00-1.75 
higher,  over  600#  $1.00  higher.     At  an  Oklahoma 
City  auction  sales  were  strong  to  500  higher, 
spots  $1.00  up. 

Feeder  steers:     Good  and  Choice  800-1050# 
brought  $21.00-24.25,  few  800#  $24.50.     Not 
many  Good  800-900#  sold  below  $21.50.     Medium 
and  mixed  Medium  and  Good  800-1000#  $18.50-

Scattered  shipments  Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and 
Fancy  550-600#  $27.00-29.50;  bulk  Good  and  Choice 
550-75O#  $22.50-26.00;   load  Choice  670#   included 
at  $25.75  and  Choice  729#  $25.25.  Medium  550- 
700#  bulked  at  $18.50-22.50. 

Feeder  heifers:     Good  and  Choice  525-750# 
$21.00-25.00;  few  loads  Choice  550-600#   included 
at  $24.50-25.00  while  few  loads  Good  and  Choice 
700-750#  $22.25-22.50,  one  load  810#  $21.00. 

Feeder  calves:     Choice  300-550#  steers 
brought  $27.00-31.50,  some  at  $30.50-31.50  car- 
ried an  end  of  Fancy  grade.     At  Omaha  two  loads 
Choice  511#  brought  $30.25  but  Choice  508#  In 
Kansas  City  sold  at  $27.50.     Good  and  mixed 
Good  and  Choice  300-550#  sold  from  $24.00-28.50. 
Good  and  Choice  30O-50O#  heifers  brought  $22.00- 
27.00,  few  $27.50. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Hog  supplies  were 
slightly  reduced  compared  with  the  previous  week 
and  barrows  and  gilts  sold  steady  to  250  higher, 
mostly  steady  at  mid-west  terminals.     Sows  were 
in  seasonally  small  supply  with  further  reduc- 
tions in  the  offering  of  this  class  at  most 
terminals.     Demand  proved  broad  with  prices 
steady  to  500  higher,  the  full  advance  on  sows 
above  400#.     The  consist  of  receipts  varied 
throughout  the  area.     There  was  an  Increased 
showing  of  barrows  and  gilts  above  270#  at  a 
few  of  the  western  Cornbelt  markets.     However, 
average  weights  showed  a  small  decrease  at  some 
markets  and  the  average  weight  of  barrows  and 
gilts  at  the  8  markets  at  233#  was  unchanged 
compared  with  a  week  or  year  ago.     The  percen- 
tage of  sows  was  estimated  at  7  percent.

$16.75-17.50,  reaching  $17.75  at  Chicago  and 
Sioux  Falls.

Hogs  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area  receipts  totaled  332,000  head,  compared 
with  354,000  last  week  and  332,000  during  the 
comparable  week  last  year.     Price  changes  were 
slight  on  most  sessions  but  late  barrow,  and  gilt 
sales  were  weak  to  250  lower  than  the  previous 
Friday;   sows  mostly  250  lower.

Sows  closed  steady  to  250  higher.

Fairly 
good  demand  characterized  by  brisk  trading 
and  price  upturns  featured  the  week's  market 
at  most  points.     Slaughter  lambs  closed  strong 
to  500  higher  and  slaughter  ewes  held  steady. 
Feeder  lambs  comprised  5-15  percent  of  receipts 
and  were  steady  to  500  higher,  the  upturn  at 
Omaha  and  Sioux  Falls.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  prices 
were  steady  except  weak  to  75/  lower  at 
Philadelphia;   cow  beef  mostly  steady  hut 
sales  were  weak  to  25i  lower  at  Philadelphia; 
veal  and  calf  mostly  steady,   except  $1.00- 
2.00  lower  at  Philadelphia  and  Good  veal 
steady  to  $2.00  lower  at  Washington.     Lamb 
sold  on  a  steady  to  $1.00  higher  basis  at 
Hew  York  and  Philadelphia,   and  prices  steady 
in  other  areas;  pork  loins  advanced  $1.00- 
3.00  aside  from  steady  trend  at  Baltimore; 
other  pork  cuts  sold  steady  except  at  New 
York  where  fresh  skinned  hams  were  weak  to 
$2.00  lower  and  Boston  butts  steady  to  $1.00 
lower. 

Prices  were  mainly  steady  to  $1.00 
lower  for  kosher  dressed  steer  forequarters; 
lamb  sold  $1.00-3.00  higher.     Quotations 
were  unchanged  for  kosher  veal  and  calf. 

Receipts  were  normal  for  all  fresh  meat 
classes.     Bulk  of  the   steer  beef  supply 
graded  Good  to  mostly  Choice  with  Prime 
limited.     Lamb  weighing  50-60#  predominated 
as  did  Standard  and  Good  grade  veal.     Pork 
loins  weighing  8-12#  were  most  numerous. 
Clearance  was  generally  complete  at  most 
markets.     Trading  opened  slow  under  rela- 
tively narrow  demand,   but  by  midweek  trading 
was  fairly  active  in  all  divisions.     Lamb 
trading     turned  active  toward  the  close. 
Pork  cuts  met  fairly  broad  demand  as 
features  by  some  major  retail  outlets  an 
underlying  factor. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold 
50/-$1.00  higher,   except  Standard  steady; 
veal  mostly  $1.00  lower;   lamb  steady  to  50/ 
lower;  pork  loins  8-12#  50/  higher,   12-16# 
$1.00  lower,  Boston  butts  4-8#  and  spare- 
ribs  3#  down  steady. 

Slight  increase  in  the  veal  supply  but 
total  volume  continued  small.  Steer  and 
heifer  beef,  lamb  aid  fresh  pork  in  normal 
volume.  Good  to  low-Choice  predominated  in 
the  beef  division,  weights  55-65#  comprised 
the  bulk  of  lamb.  More  pork  loins  weighing 
12-16#  available  than  8-12#. 

Carcass  beef  trading  was  slow  on  open- 
ing sessions  and  only  moderately  active 
thereafter.     Demand  was  good  for  arm  and 
squarecut  chucks,    loins  and  equivalent 
fabricated  cute,   loins   selling  fully  steady 
and  chucks  advancing  $2.00-2.50.     Ribs  and 
particularly  rounds  were   slow.     The  veal 
trade  was  generally  slow  and  prices  followed 
a  lower  trend  for  the  first   time   since  late 
November  1961.     Moderate  demand  prevailed 
for  carcass  lamb  and  hindsaddles.     Fore- 


quarter  lamb  cuts  were  draggy.     Pork  loins 
and  butts  moved  fairly  well  at  the  outset 
but  trading   slowed  toward  the  close.    Spare- 
ribs  3#  down  were   slow  throughout. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Carcass  steer  and  heifer 
beef   sold  steady  to  50/  lower  in  California 
and  was  50/  to  $1.00  off  in  the  Portland-* 
Seattle  area.     Cow  beef  was  mostly  steady  in 
Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco  but   steady  to 
$1.00  lower  in  the  Pacific  Northwest;   bull 
beef  was  about  steady.     Calf  sold  $1.00-2.00 
higher  in  Portland  and  Seattle,  but   steady  to 
$1.00  lower  in  California  with  the  most  de- 
cline in  Los  Angeles.     Lamb   sold  50/-$1.75 
lower,   least  decline  was  in  San  Francisco. 
Fresh  pork  cuts  were  steady  to  $2.00  lower  at 
most  points  but  loins  were  $2.00-3.00  higher 
in  southern  California  and  spareribs  firm  to 
$2.00  higher  in  Portland  and  Seattle.     Cured 
pork  was  steady  to  weak  with  12-16#  hams 
mostly  $1.00-2.00  lower. 

Moderate  supplies  of  steer  and  heifer 
sold  in  a  slow  trade.     Cow  beef  was  moder- 
ately active  late  and  supplies  normal. 
Liberal  volume  of  lamb  met  a  narrow  demand. 
Above  normal   supplies  of  fresh  and  cured  pork 
met  poor  demand. 


CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

CHICAGO,   DENVER,    OMAHA,   NSW  YORK  AND 
PHILADELPHIA  -  Although  trading  on  carcass 
beef  was  slow  early,   by  midweek  demand  broad- 
ened influencing  a  moderately  active  trade 
and  prices  advanced.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Supplies  of  greasy  domestic  combing  vools  in 
the  Boston  market  continued  extremely  small.  PiJj.ua 
were  generally  steady. 

Trade  in  woolen  wools  and  noils  was  slow  at 
unchanged  prices. 

A  few  cars  of  early  shorn  medium  grade  fleeces 
were  moved  this  week  in  the  fleece  wool  States. 
Some  fall  and  12  months  lambs  wool  sold  in  Texas 
and  a  well  known  Arizona  clip  also  sold.  Consider- 
able contracting  took  place  in  Montana  while  buying 
for  future  delivery  in  Idaho  was  very  slow.  Shear- 
ing had  commenced  in  Arizona  and  Texas. 

According  to  cabled  reports  Australian  quo- 
tations were  steady  to  2|  percent  higher  with  Japan, 
Eastern  Europe  and  the  United  Kingdom  active.  There 
was  a  good  selection  of  spinners  wool,  merinos, 
comebacks  and  cross-breds  with  good  clearances.  The 
Cape  markets  continued  very  firm  as  France,  United 
States,  Germany  and  Italy  were  the  main  operators. 
No  sales  were  scheduled  in  New  Zealand.  The  South 
American  markets  were  firm  with  sales  limited. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  announced  the  average 
price  received  by  farmers  for  wool  on  January  15, 
1962  was  41. 10  per  grease  pound.  This  compared  to 
40.80  for  December  15,  1961  and  39.90  for  January 
15,  1961. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  early  shorn  54s  fleece 
wools  sold  for  March-April  delivery  at  $1.05  while 
graded  56/58s  were  moved  around  $1.07  and  medium 
grade  baby  combing  wools  at  $1.00  clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  A  large  reputation  clip  of 
bulk  fine  staple  wool  sold  in  Arizona  around  46-1/80 
F.O.B.  The  Harlowtown,  Montana  Pool  of  up  to 
150,000  pounds  bulk  fine  and  half-blood  was  con- 
tracted at  430  grease  basis,  12,000  fleeces  to  be 
shorn  in  March  and  2,000  fleeces  in  June.  The 
Valley  County  Wool  Pool  of  10,000  fleeces  were  con- 
tracted at  4lj0  for  June  delivery,  the  Fairfield 
Pool  at  420  grease  basis,  8,000  fleeces  to  be  shorn 
in  March,  1,200  fleeces  in  June.  The  Muir  clip  of 
2,600  fleeces  contracted  at  410  for  March  delivery, 
the  Dabney  clip  1,500  fleeces  to  be  sold  on  a  core 
at  $1.08  and  the  Purcell  clip  of  1,600  fleeces  at 
$1.10  clean  basis  on  a  core  test.  All  Montana  con- 
tracts were  of  bulk  fine  and  half  with  occasional 
three-eighths  and  discounts  of  1-50  for  various 
defects.  Valley  Oregon  lambs  wools  sold  recently 
around  480  while  12  months  ewes  wool  brought  500 
grease  basis  to  the  growers. 

Tana  Wools  -  Lambs  wool  of  12  months  growth 
sold  in  Texas  from  50-550  in  the  grease  and  was 
estimated  to  coot  from  $1.15-1.20  clean  basis, 
delivered  East  while  fall  wool  sold  at  last  week's 
range  of  950-1.00  clean  basis  delivered. 

Mohair  -  The  entire  accumulation  of  fall  mohair 
at  Del  Rio  was  practically  cleaned  up  at  76^0  for 
adult  and  $1.31f  for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse. 
Dealers  estimate  approximately  3,000,000  pounds  of 
fall  and  approximately  1,000,000  pounds  of  spring 
1961  mohair  were  available  with  estimates  around 
15,000,000  pounds  of  spring  1962  mohair  to  be 
shorn. 


Foreign  Wools  -  Trade  in  spot  foreign  stocks 
was  slow.  Prices  advanced  in  all  foreign  markets 
with  increases  from  5-100  above  the  low  point  of 
three  weeks  ago.  Cabled  reports  at  week's  end 
follow  with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.S. 
oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring 
yields,  in  bond.
